Us belief that the alleged remedy was 
simply Chomnoogra oO, which had been 
tried te every leper settlement in the 
world. It had well-known palliative 
effects, but there had never been a 
weU-autbentlcated case where it had 
cured leprosy. There was a furore 
over the claimed virtues of this oft 
fifteen years ago, but thorough tests 
made In 'this country and elsewhere 
had* not yielded the results anticipated.

Testa Next Moves 


To Quash the 


Writ. 


Judge De Bolt yesterday morning 


overruled the demurrer, of P. J. Testa 
to his indictment for criminal libel. 
Counsel forthwith entered another mo- 
tion to quash the "indictment on* a dif- 
ferent ground from the former onf, 
•which- was .overruled before the enter- 
ing of demurrer. Now they took their 
stand on Judge De Bolt's own decision 
In the Pang Chong case, where he 
quashed the indictment' oh* the" plea "of 
jurisdiction. Mr. Magoon for defendant 
in that case presented the plea, quoting 
from the Civil Laws to show, that fpe 
district 'courts* nave exclusive original 
Jurisdlctjon in$$*qa,t&n g^yen fStnem 
*by law.' Thl8jir£ument was, not suc- 
- cessfully met on the part of the Terri- 
,-tory, hence the court gave the deci- 


',, slon in -favor of .the defendant. 
* It appears that the Criminal Laws 
formerly also gave exclusive Jurisdic- 
"tton. to the district -magistrates of all 
'criminal matters, -wherein It was riot 
necessary that indictments should be 
found. When necessarily indictable of- 
fenses came before them, the district 
magistrates could go no further than to 
xsommtt the defendants to a, circuit court 
:'for trial. -This was law until 1901, "when 
the Lejgtelatnre_took out the "exclusive 


__ jurisdiction" provision.

Mrs. An- 
drews; the president for the past year,: an- 
nounced her resignation, stating that she 
intended shortly to depart for the: main- 
land to take' up a, residencei • Mrs. Scnd- 
deiywife of the Rev. I)oreniu"s S«udder, 
was elected as president for the ensuing 
year. The other officers are:, Vice pres- 
idents, Mrs. O. H. Gulick, Mrs. S. E. 
Bishop and Mrs. Theodpre Richards; 
secretary, Miss Sheeley; treasurer, Mrs. 
£. F. Dillingham. 


The report of the recording secretary 


was a resume of the past year's work, 
giving a list of the many interesting 
papers read before the Board, and the 
Dai&ionary aid-given both locally and to 
foreign parts. 
Mrs. Whitney's report for the treas- 


urer .showed that the receipts for the 
year were $2,359.25; disbursements, $2,- 
350.05, leaving a balance on hand of 
$301.30. In addition the sum of $246 
was raised for Armenian work, aiid 
$304^0 for Pundita^ Ramabai, the Hin- 
doo woman reformer..

The report of the Hawaiian, mission 


work, presented hy Miss Laura Green; 
was as follows: 


HAWAIIAN WORK. 


As I have faced the many difficult 


problems in the Hawaiian work, some 
old truths have impressed themselves 
upon me with fresh force during the past 
year. 
One is, of the necessity of teaching 


this people—not only by word, but bjr 
conduct also,—that true living is to do 
right at all times, and at any cost; to 
do it because it is right—whether seen 
of men, or not If we could but convey 
to them "the dignity of their being- 
open before their eyes the vast prospects 
of the- eternity which awaits them in that 
Kingdom, into which can enter nothing 
that defileth or maketh a lie—yet roto 
virhich they may enter if they only will," 
-•and to emphasize the fact that this 
kingdom is to be begun within them, 
itereand now!-* 
Also of "the exceeding" greatness of 


God's power,", which not -only trans- 
forms, but keeps the soul given to Him, 
and His service^ More and more, do I 
feel that "the ^infulness of sin" is not 
considered earnestly enough in their 
lives. I would that the belief—so com- 
mon among them—might be dispelled— 
that as long as their wrong doing is not 
found out, it is no sin! 
' Another thought, is the need of their 
depending more on their own efforts— 
bom in matters temporal and spiritual. 
No plant will grow strong by constant 
sheltering—neitner will the mental, mor- 
al and spiritual in man be able to bear 
the storms that some time, or other— 
must come—if allowed to depend con- 
tinuously on stronger natures than he 
himself possesses.

I feel .-we should help them all we 


can, hot with this object in view—that 
they are to do their/ part—and besides 
this, to be filled with a desire to help one 
another.

I find, as one of *he sad features in 


the work, their lack of sympathy for, 
and wish to be of benefit to their owr 
people.

As we go from one district to another

darkness of sin here in Honolulu.

CHINESE MISSION WORK. 


The work of the past year has been 


so beset with barriers, /which seemed in- 
surmountable that we are constrained to 
confine ourselves to the outlook for the 
future rather than dwell upon the wreck 
of the past few -months. 


Last September tne heart was 


with high aspirations, and bright- hopes 
for a long .step in the advancement and 
development of new interest in the Chi- 
nese work. The first hindrance met was 
the void made by the absence of Miss 
Sunter, upon .whom .we had grown ac- 
customed to depend much for consulta- 
tion.

The day is past when ste can confornV 
id the regulation to which her'grand- 
mother sp religiously, clung;' but: will 
break away*, and,'.' cony :the "foreign 
style." It. is pur "duty sine* awakening 
the desire for progress to guide and 
control until judgment and proper edu- 
cation is sufficient to direct her. 


The national retiring disposition of 
the Chinese woman musrrbe constantly 
Tcept in mind. We would suggest 
nighborhood circles with suitable lead- 
er, which could be found if the work 
had a very happy and prosperous year, 
with over seventy Dqys enrolled. Our 
corps of teachers; his. done most excel- 
lent, earnest and faithful work, there- 
fore there isr a good spirit throughout 
the school. While it saddens our hearts 
not to be able to speak of conversions, 
yet there are those -wha are thinking 
seriously, and none will £0 out from, us, 
without knowing and feeling the truth 
of the gospel in their hearts. The seed 
is there, and only needs to be quickened 
fay the spirit of God, and I trust our 
prayers will soon be answered for them. 
[ pur earnest thanks go out to all our 
true friends wno so loyally stand by us, 
jiot only with their generous gifts but 
wilh;,fheir loving words <jf sympathy 
from' time to time, and by their personal 
helg, in various ways, alt of which we 
most truly appreciate.
